have been provided, adopted and approved as aforesaid, and the 
work has been commenced or 8 contract made for it, they shall 
not be changed in any respect, when the cost of such change 
shall in the construction exceed five hundred dollars, except 
upon the approval of said Board, or a majority of the members 
thereof, in writing, and upon the writen order of the Secretary of 
the Navy ; and it changes are thus made, the actual cost thereot 
and the damage caused thereby shall be ascertained, estimated, 
and determined by said Board: and in any contract made pursuaut 
to this act it shall be provided in the terms thereo! that the con 
tractor shall be bound by the determination of said Board, or a- 
majority thereof, as to the amount of the increased diminished 
compensation said contractor shall be entitled to receive, if any, 
in consequence of such chavge or changes; and for the construc - 
tion of all which vessels and their armament the Secretary of the 
Navy shall invite proposals trom all American ship-builders and 
buildera of machinery who shail show to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Navy that within three months from the date 
of the contract their ship-yards will be equipped for building 
or repairing iron and steel steamships, and constructors of ma- 
rine engines, machinery and boilers; and the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby author zed to construct said vessels and procure 
their armament at a total cost for each not exceeding the 
amounts estimated by the Naval Advisory Board in said report ; 
and in the event that such vessels, or any of them, shall be built 
by contract, such building shall be under contract with the low- 
est and best responsible bidder or bidders, made after at least 60 
days advertisement, published in five leading newspapers of the 
United States, inviting proposals tor constructing said vessels, 
subject to all such rules, regulations, superintendence, and pro- 
visiuns as to bonds and security for the completion of the work 
as the Secretary of the Navy shall prescribe ; and no such vessel 
shall be accepted unless completed in strict couformity with the 
contract, with the advice and assistance of the Naval Advisory 
Board, and in all respects in accordance with tue provisions of 
the act of August 5, 1882, except as they are hereby modified aud 
the authority to construct the same shall take effect at once; and 
the Secretary of the Navy may, in addition to the appropriation 
hereby made, apply to the constructing and finishing of the ves-

Before a General Court-martial at San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 4, of 
which Celonel Eimer Otis, 8th Cav., was president, was tried 
Capt. A. 8S. B. Keyes, 10th Cav. Charge 1. Making and cacsing to 
be presented a false aud fraudulent ciaim against the U. S.—the 
specification alleging that he made and caused to be presented to 
Paymaster Terrell a claim for his pay for November, 1883, having 
already disposed of his pay for that month for a valuable con- 
sideration. Charge 2. Conduct unbecoming an offiver and a gen- 
tleman—the epecification alleging that, having sold his pay 
accounts for November, which had beeu paid, he afterwards suld 
another set for the same month. Charge 3. Conduct tu the preju- 
dice, etc.—the specification alleging a violatian of par. 2380, Army 
Regu!ations, 1881 (transferriug a pay account tor November, 1883, 
when not actually due). He pleaded guilty to the specification 
ot the lst and 2.1 charges, except so much as involved traud; not 
guilty of these charges; guilty to the specification, 3d charge, 
but not guilty of the charge. The court found him: Ot the speci- 
fication, lst charge, “ Guilty, exc»pt the words ‘ false, fraudulent 
and;’”’ ot the lst charge, “ Not guilty, but guilty of conduct to 
the prejudice,” etc.; of the specification, 2d charge, “ Guilty, ex- 
cept the word ‘fraudulentiy;’’’ of the 2d charge, ‘‘ Not guilty, 
but guilty of conduct to the prejudice,” etc.; of the 3d charge 
and specification, ‘*Gulity;” and sentenced him “To be repri- 
manded in General Orders by the Departmeut Commander.” 
General Schofield approves the proceedings, findings, and sen- 
tence, and says: In thus confirmiog the judgment ut the court, 
which acquits the accused of any iraudulent intent, the Depart- 
ment Commander is constrained to say, the fact still remains that 
the accused was guilty of very culpable negiect and carelessness 
in not taking pains to ascertain the truth of all the facts alleged, 
in the certificates he signed to the accounts he transferred. ‘Ihe 
evil effects, liable to result from any disregard ot regniations, are 
illustrated and emphasized in tbis case, wherein ao officer of high 
character and hitherto unblemished seputation, by violating a 
regulation which he chooses to regard unimportant, and oeed- 
lesaly sigving certificates, without due regard for the language 
they in, is subjected to the humiliation of a trial involving 
the question of his honor as an officer and gentleman.

MAIL MATTER FOR THE NAVY. 


Navy DEPARTMENT, i 
WasHINGTON, February 19, 1884. | 


General Orders No. 818. 

To facilitate the transmission and delivery of mail matter, 
addressed to persons in the Naval Service, the following in- 
formation embraced in & communication from the Post- 
master-General to the Secretary of the Navy is promul- 
gated : 

1, Mail matter deliverable in any part of the United States or 

Canada. 

3 deliverable in an rt of the United States or Canada, 
aes to the care of eahave Deparunen t, it prepaid one fall 
rate of postage, can be redirected and mailed, no additional pre- 
payment of postage being required. In case of only partial ue 
payment the deficient postage is collectible at the post office 
where the letters are finally delivered, or it may be paid with 
the official stamps of the Navy Department. Other mail matter 
must befully prepaid. If, however, through inadvertepca on the 

+ of postal officers, such matter reaches the Navy Department, 
it may have the deficient postage supplied with official stamps 
and be readdressed and mailed. 

9, Mail matter deliverable abroad within the Postal Union. 

All letters coming to the Navy Department for persons in the 
Naval Serviv'e, whose place of addrese is in foreign countries with- 
inthe Postal Union, may be simply redirected and deposited in 
the post office in Washivgton. To insure their transmission tu 
the Navy Department, bowever, one full rate of domestic postage 
must be prepaid. On arriving at their destination double the 
deficient pustage, allowance being made for whatever amount has 
been paid in this country, will be collected. It full prepayment, 
thatis to say five cents per half ounce, has been made by the 
senders of the letters, nothing will be collected on final delivery. 
Navy Department official stamps are not valid within the Postal 
Union. Mail matters, other than Jetters for countries within tbe 
Postal Union must be tully prepaid. Such matter addressed to 
the care of the Navy Department when unpaid or partially pre- 
paid must be sent to the dead letter office, 

3, Mail matter addressed to persons not within the Postal Union. 

Maimatter addressed to the care of the Navy Department for 
persons whose place of address is within a non-union country, 
where full payment is not required, may be redirected and de- 
posited in the post office; the deficient postage, if any, can be 
paid by Department stamps or be collected at the place of final 
delivery. Where full payment is required, but not made, the ne- 
cestary amount of postage must be paid, for which the Navy De- 
partment stamps may be used, or the matter must be sent to 
the dead letter office. To insure transmission from the sender to 
the Navy Department, one tull domestic rate of postage must be 
prepsid on Jetters and iuil prepayment on other matter. 

4. Mail matter addressed to the care of the Navy Department, 
but properly deliverable by the U.S. Consul at Colon, Panama, 
or Shanghai, may be redirected to the care of the consul and for- 
warded turough the post office in Washington. The postage on 
euch matter should be tuily prepaid; if not by the sender, then 
the stampsot the Navy Department will be receivable for the 
deficiency. As stated in the two preceding paragraphs, letters 
must be prepaid by the sender wiih one full rate of domestic 
postaxe to insure transmission to Washington; other mutter 
must be fully prepaid at domestic rates. 

5. Soldiers, Sailors and Marines’ unpaid letters. 

Section 179 of the Postal Laws and Regulations provides: Let- 
ters written by non-commissioned officers and privates in the 
Military Service, or in the Naval Service (embracing the Marine 
Corps), on which the postage is not prepaid, must be plainly 
marked on the outside over the address, ‘Soldier's letter,’’ 
“Siilor’s letter,” or Marine’s letter,” (as the case may be), and 
this certificate signed, with his official designation, by a field or 
staff officer of the regiment to which the soldier belongs, or by 
the officer in command of his detachment or of the post, or by 8 
Surgeon or chaplaiu at a hospital. In the Navy or Marine Corps, 
the certificate must be signed by the officer in command of the 
vessel, or by a chaplain or surgeon on board, or by the officer 
commanding a detachment of marines on shore. All unpaid 
letters of soldiers, sailors, or marines duly certified, must be 
forwarded to their destination charged with the amcunts of pce- 
tage due at single rates only, to be collected on delivery. 

The Navy Department is endeavoring to facilitate, as far 
&8 possible, the transmission of mail matter to persons iu 
the Naval Service, and its action in that direction has se- 
cured the co-operation of the Post Office Department as 
above indicated. As the redirecting of mail matter sent to 
the care of the Department involves much time and atten- 
tion, to avoid this, parties should, when practicable, eend 
o- mail matter directly to its destioation, prepaying the 

ull amount of postage required, and not send it to the care 
ra. Navy Department, or require it to use its official

THE NEW SURGEON GENERAL OF THE NAVY. 


TxE contest between Doctors Gunnell and Wales, for the 
ovition of Surgeon-General of the Navy, ended on Monday 
ast, when the President sent the name of Dr. Gunnell to 
the Senate. The contest between these two officers has been 
a most animated one. Until Sunday last, wheu the Presi- 
deut finally made up his mind toappoint Dr. Gunnell, Dr. 
Wales felt sanguine of success, as he has from the very be- 
ginning of the race. Though an oft repeated story, it is 
not out of place here to state that there never was such poli- 
tical influence brought to bear in a case involvirg the = 
pointment of a head of a bureau as in this ove, particularly 
in Dr. Wales's behalf. Senator after Senator, and Member 
after Member has called at the White House to urge his 
appointment. Many have written letters; and one, Senator 
Cameron, telegraphed from abroad asking, as a persoual 
favor, his appointment. 

Dr. Gunnell’s appointment will be received with satisfac- 
tion by the Navy. It is a well earned recognition of his long 
and faithful service, and, if sea duty means anything, it is 
certainly well deserved. During his thirty-five years in the 
Medical Corps he has served nearly seveuteen years at sea. 

He was born in the District of Oolumbia, November 27, 
1827, commissioned an Assistant Surgeon March 22, 1849, 
and on the following April was ordered to the U.S. 8. Fa’= 
mouth on the Pacific Station, where he served until Jsnu- 
ary. 80, 1852. From March, 1852, to December, 1853, he was 
attached to the Washington Navy-yaid. He was again or- 
dered to the Pacific Station, where he remained until 1857, 
and thence ordered to the U. 8.8. Niagara. Six months 
was spent on this vesselin England. During the yearsfrom 
1858 to 1862 he served respectively on the receiving ship at 
New York, the Fulton, Pensacola and Pawnee on the home 
station, Was commissioned Surgeon April 23, 1861. From 
January, 1863, to October 16, 1865, was attached to the 
Naval Hospital at Washington. From the latter year until 





ing the yoars from 1869 to 1872, was engaged at the Naval 
Hospital, Washington; also scrving as member of the Naval 
Examining Board. Was attached to the U. 8. flagship Frolic 
in 1878. Was fleet surgeon of the North Atlantic Station 
in 1874. Served on special duty on the Roanoke during 
1875. During the ssme year served on epeciai duty at New 
York, and as member of the Medical Examining Board at 
Washington. From 1875 to 1879 was again attached to the 
Naval Hospitsl at Washington, serving as President cf Ex- 
amining Board during the last year. Served as fleet sur- 
geon of Asiatic Station on board U.8.8. Ltichmo.d from 
November 15, 1879, to July 29, 1881. From May 10th until 
his appointment as Surgeon General this week, he served as 
member of the Retiring Board at Washington, D. C.

“OLD BILL,” THE WAR HORSF. 


Bz died at Worthington, Ohio, Jav. Ist, 1834, aged 34 
yeare. As Chaplain of the 66:h Regt. O. V.I, { rode him 
during a greater part of the war. He heard the thunder, ard 
smelt the smoke of a dozen great butties. He was a charac- 
ter—was well bred, and had a good constitution; but hard- 
ships and privations made its marks upon him. He wanted 
one friend, but no more. Many a weary soldier he rested 
upon bis back; and many a sick and wounded one he be- 
friended. He was a special favorite with the boys, for he en- 
joyed the tumult and excitement of the march, the music, 





After the battle of Gettysburg, I was ordered to remain at 
the General Hospital for thirty days on duty. At this time, 


one day, I saw an old soldier trying to capture him, with a 
quantity of oats. It looked as if he would have little 
trouble—Bill’s long neck and head were extended, and his 
small ears were suspiciously thrown back, and he was cauti- 
ously eating—but at the slightest movement at a nearer ap- 
proach he would bound away. This was repeated over and 
over; but at a call from me he came like an affectionate and 
well-trained dog. : 

Au ex-convict from Sing Sing, who was a nurse in the 
hospita), bad assured me that the thieves were after my 
horse; bnt, knowing him asI did, [had no fears, if he was 
not driven into an enclosure. 

Many a night, after a day’s weary marching, I have turned 
him loose for the night, and away he would go in search of 
food; but the next morning he would be resting quite near 
me. While Gen. Hooker's army was at Leesburg, Va., there 
were seven deserters shot, in the presence of the whole army. 
Faint and weary, after viewicg the dead men in their coffins, 
I rode away to headguarters, and turned Bill loose; and he 
went back and took his place, and witnessed the grand pa- 
rade of 40,000 men, and then returned with the troops. His 
last mareh with the remnants of the old 66th Regt., was at 
the reunion at Columbus, Ohio. His wsthetic nature was 
gratified that day; for at the sound of music, he bore me as 
proudly as of old—he was cheered along the whole line. It 
wasa sincere ovation. Oid veterans, women, and even 


these mementoes are scattered over the State. He outlived 
all the horses belonging to the 2d Brigade, 12:h Army Corps. 
For years he has done little pemdes walking aud musing. 
Yet bis was a cheerful old age; for the memory of a busy 
and usefui life must have been sweet to him. His scars 
were marks of distinction; for his wounds were received in 
the disch*rge of duty, and his memory is dear to his old 





. ANOTHER JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 


One of the amusements in which the members of Congress 
find relief from the burdens of legislation is the “‘inve 
tion” —a legislative inquiry which never results in anything 
and which, apparently, is never intended to have any result. 
Congress is just now engaged in investigating an election 
riot and ap sileged attempt of a newspaper correspondent, 
General Boynton, to bribe ex- Speaker Keifer. A third in- 
vestigation is now ordered by the House, into the logs of the 
Jeannette. It originates in a letter addressed to Speaker 
Carlisle by Danl. F. Collins, M. D., brother of the late 
Jerome J. Collins, This letter alleges ill-treatment of Mr. 
Collins by Lieut. De Long and farther that the evidence 
offered to the naval court, and which the writer is prepared, 
to furnish, and that hes already and will be farther given by 
the survivors, goes to show, beyond any reasonable doubt, 
that had the said Melville performed the duty devolving 
upon him as the commander of the party, and obeyed the 
directions given him by Lieutenant De Long to immediate- 
ly communicate with the Russian authorities, and gone to 
the rescue and conducted a search for the captain’s party, 
each and every member of that party, with the exception of 
Erickson, would have been rescued and alive to-day.” 

This last is th» point of the investigation, for an inqniry into 
the differe: ces between two men who have passed beyond 
the jurisdiciion of Congress is profi less, Dr. Cvllins says in 
his letter: “ The naval court refused to admit or allow to be 
given valuable testimony, and ruled out nearly every ques- 
tion that would bring out the true history of the expedi- 
tion ; that many of the survivors were not permitted to 
give their full aud free testimony, and that the naval inquiry 
was so conducted that all possible chance or possibility of 
the truth coming out was destroyed ; that many of the wit- 
nesses, it is alleged by competent authority, were at the 
time dependent upon, under the jurisdiction of, and afraid of 
the persecution of the Naval Department ; that the official 
stenographer of the court publicly declared in writing that 
important and valuable testimony was suppressed, and that 
the proceedings of suid court were calculated to cover up 
all matters relating to the expedition.” 

In accordance with a resolution of the House, the Naval 
Committee on {nesday appointed Representatives Buchanan, 
McAdoo and Boutelle, to conduct the iavestigation. Sec-

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
ReveENvE Marine Circular No. 26, rescinds paragraph 234 
of the Revised Regulations for the Service and limits tele- 
graphic applications for leaves of absence to cases of emer- 
gency, when de!ay would involve injary or hardship. At- 
tention is called to the fact that Scc, 2753, Rev. Stat., does 
not authorize an oflicer to claim duty pay excepting when 
«ciuaily on duty, or present for duty; if absent for more 
than the usual liberty-tour of 24 hours he is entitled to 
leave pxy only. In czse of sickness 1ncideut to the Service, 
two wecks will be allowed to determme the course of the 
disease before placing an oflicer on sick leave or waiting or- 
ders. ‘T'o excuse an officer from duty a medical certificate is 
required, specifyiug the disease and its probable duration, 
end the degree of disability. Paragraph 353 of the Revised 
Regulations is revoked. Funeral expenses of any of the 
cvew of #» Revenue vessel will be paid by the Department 
vaoly under the regulations of the Marine Hospital Service, 
and from the fund of that Service. Officers ‘‘are probi- 
bited from pubiishing, furnishing for publication, or causing 
to be published, any matter reflecting ivjuriously upon or

THE LASKER INCIDENT. 


Heer Lasker, a German politician of the liberal 
school, was travelling in America for the benefit of his 
health, and perhaps for other reasons that are not now 
appareat. He had been received cordially, as Ameri- 
cans always receive distinguished visitors from other 
countries, but no especial demonstrations had been 
made in his honor. Upon his sudden death in New 
York City a resclution was offered in the House of 
Representatives by the honorable member from Texas, 





body, and the family of which Herr Lasker was a 
member. This resolution attracted so little attention 
that no fcrmal vote was had upon it. It was agree to, 
as amatter of course, or as of little consequence one 
way or the other. The members who paid any atten- 
tion at alltoit probably thought that the honorable 
gentleman from Texas was makivg himself “solid” 
with his German constituents. In all probabili'y the 
American public would never have heard of the resolu- 
tion or Herr Lasker again had it not been for the oppor- 
tunity it gave tothe High Chancellor of the German 
Empire—Prince Bismarck—to show his ili will toward 
this country. Bismarck declined to receive and submit 
to the German Reichstug the resolution of the House of 
Representatives, and returned it with a letter setting 
forth, in diplomatic language, but nct less offensively, 
his reasons for this action. The people of Germany 
have their eyes fixed upon American as the Mecca of 
terrestrial bliss. The young men of Germany, by the 
thousands annually, find in America relief from the 
hated conscription, or forced military service. They 
find political freedom ; they find a field where labor is 
remunerative. The baker, the butcher, the brewer, the 
farm hand, the artisan, the soldier, all find a market for 
their stock in trade. They find the Jager, the pritzel, 
the bologna, the American hog, just as good as they are 
in Faderland, and much more abundant. It is not long 
after a residence here before the industrious and sober 
immigrant, from his home in the West, can send back 
for his father and mother and his gretchen, in the 


but in other continental countries outside of France, 
This is a fact to be considered in the caley. 
lation of future possibilities, and the Lasker 
incident will be of service if it directs the attention 
of the American people to their defenceless condition, 
in the event of foreign complications. With a coag 
line equal to half the circumference of the globe, a 
continent to defend, navigable rivers almost without 
number, its villages, towns, and cities are practically 
witkout defence against maritime attacks. No foits 
guard our borders, no Navy protects our coast, and our 
Army is so insignificant, compared with the sixty mil. 
lions of people it represents, that we may be said to be 
without any Army at all.. Our wisest and best citizens 
have warned us against the neglect of our defences, 
One of our great soldiers, whose words are worthy of 
the most sober and earnest attention of the American 
people, has pointed out the busis upon which an army 
should be organized, so that we might be prepared for 
emergencies, and in an address before the Military 
Service Institution revealed his apprehensions for the 
future in the statement that the youngest lieutenant 
within sound of his veice would probably have an op. 
portunity of winning in the service of his country his 
eagles and his stars. Our fondest hopes, our moat fer. 
vent prayers, will not give us peace. Safety lies in 
preparation. 

Is it not strange that a people so eager for possession, 
for prosperity, for wealth, should neglect every pre. 
caution to defend these after they are attained? 

The United States has doubled its population every 

twenty-five years since the Constitution was adopted, 
The fifty millions of 1880 will be one hundred millions 
io 1905. When that time comes—and we have already 
exhausted four years of it—we shall begin to jostle 
each other. Restless spirits will find the country too 
thickly settled for them. It is our duty to our posterity, 
therefore, to begin to make preparations for the future, 
England, France, Germany, and Belgium are seeking 
to establish colonies in Africa, in Asia, in the Pacific 
Islands, and America shouid make corresponding pro- 
vision for the future. Mexico is ours whenever we 
want it, but we should be extending our influence in 
Central and South America, and to do this we mus 
have a navy—a navy sufficiently powerful to keep the 
seas against all comers. Our commerce should be foe 
tered, and given governmental support, if necessary; 
and it appears to be necessary, since we have descended 
from the second carrying nation of the world, in 1860, 
to about the sixth, in 1880. Commerce is wealth. 
The commodities we raise and manufacture should be 
transported in American bottoms to the markets where 
purchasers are to be found. 
The nation has grown too large to Le kept any longer 
in leading strings. It must take the place among the 
nations to which it is entitled. It cannot stop, it cal 
not be held back; it must go forward in its mission, 
whatever that may be. The sooner the people and our 
legislators—the representatives of the people—compre 
hend this, the better it will be for all concerned If 
the Lasker incident has had a tendency to direct Ameti- 
can thought in this direction, Herr Lasker has not died 
in vain, nor has the honorable Ochiltree, from Texas, 
lived in vain.

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Tue Naval Appropriation bill has been the important 
{subject under discussion in the House of Representa- 


Dr. Gihon points with just pride to this change as proof | ives this week. It was finally passed on Thursday. 


tbat the medical officers of the Navy have not been 
unfaithful to their high responsibilities. To show the 
enormous progress of the last third of a century, and 
silence the repiners over the faded glory of the old 
Navy, he reviews, as an eye-witness, the sanitary con- 
dition of an American man-of-war in 1855, which had 
even then greatly improved upon its former state. 


The retrospect is saddening. In the light of the present day 
the dirt, dieease, and degradation of thirty years ago are incredi- 
pie. The coufortably quartered steerage offic:r cannot realize 
that tuere were men older in years aud longer in service, bearded 
and stalwert tathers, who passed years in the dim, dismal, roach- 
ridden recevses of a frigate’s orlop, where air only entered by a 
wind-sail, and besides toe glimmer of day through the one small 
hatch duwn past three or four decks, there was so other light 
than that from a dull yellow tallow candle gasping for oxygen. 
Occasionally a yeoman’s store room in the fore-pesk, with air 
pow believed too foul for its one occasional occupant, gives ap 
ides of what it was when six or more lived in as smal! a bole and 
nurtured the seeds of diseases to take them away from the sight 
of man. There were drunkards in those days among officers, as 
there were pederasts among the crew, because nature’s normal 
needs were denied, and jound vent in distorted appeties. 


Under these influences, says Dr. Gihon, ‘‘I became 
jn the first year of my first cruise a sanitarian. To seek 
to ameliorate these evils I then determined to make the 
effort of my life. From that day 1 have preached a 
crusade, with all the strength given me, against a sys- 
tem that would deliberately mar and impair that most 
intricate, most wonderful, most besutiful of all the 
mechanisms which operate a navy—that one which of 
all others must be perfect in its parts that its work may 
be well done. If to day there are dry decks, and ven- 
tilated decks, and decks flooded with light, what has 
brought about the change but a deference to those san- 
itary laws that are as immutable as the laws of attrac- 
tion and repulsion ?”” 

All honor, say we, tu the medical officers who have 
labored to bring about the change; and like honor to 
those officers of the Line who have had the intelligence 
and good sense to appreciate their efforts and to second 
them with their powerful influence. Says Dr. Gihon 
again: 

The naval sanitarian to-day has s comparatively easy task. He 
has no lunger to pr-ach to unwilling ears, but rather to see that 
he is nut outstripped by bis shipmates of other corps. The bulky 
volume of naval Lygiene, with its chapters of borrors, is shriak- 
ing to a littie pocket memorandum bovk. Executive officers 
themselves point with pride to the shellacked decks. It wasa 
line colleague on the Board of Inspection, Admiral Rhind, who 
strevuously insisted upon a washrovm for the crew, aud Captain 
Harmony bas devised 4 most admirable, removable canvas bath 
fortuem. A practical seaman, Commander Howison, has been 
the most persistent adyccate of benches and tables at which the 
man before the mast can sit and eat, without danger ot becoming 
less a sailor; aud another commanding officer, Greer, whoss nau 
tical reputation is beyond question, demonstrated the practica- 
bility ot daily liberty lists. If I began m™y career, always in 
arms, contending jor the right,and grudgingly gaining a little 
of it, I have just ended my duty on the Buard of Inspection with 
colleagues who never once, during allthe years of our associa- 
tion, autagovized a suggestion having a sanitary object, but more 
than once themselves advanced them, and I gladly take thia oc- 
casion to bear testimony to their zealous co-operation. It is true 
there are still men who profess to believe in holy-stoning a deck 
rather than in shellacking it; there are some who would send the 
mess tabics and benches on shore and restore the greasy mess 
cloth; as there are some whose daily list of punishments has 
More Dames upon it than the daily list of liberty men,if indeed 
there be any such, 

Ouly 4 few days since, coming from the clean, bright, beauti- 
fal berth deck of the Trenton, we happened to yo on board 
another vessel on which clumsy mess-chests encumbered the 
berth deck. where the crew were @qvatting on their haunches 
around black mess-cloths, in the dim light which came through 
the old-tasbioned sixinch air-port. Tne contrast was marked, 
and Commodoze De Krafft, the president of the board, turned to 
Meand said: “This carries me back thirty yexrs.”" And still 
later we saw on board another vessel, fortunately soon to be 
abandoned, the abominable perforated iron plates, which used tu 
be placed the whole length of the berth-deck, opening into the 
frame spaces, and permit'ing the emanation of the hold and 
bilges to find vent under the hammocks of the men and beneath 
the tanks in the state-roome of tho ufficers. 


Yet much remains to be done. A fourth-rate should 

have ventilating apparatus as well as the first; the 
same appliances for comfort and health; a limitless 
supply of pure condensed water, boiled and aerated be- 
fore it goes into the tanks; ice for the sick ; wholesome 
and well cooked food should be supplied to every vessel 
in the Navy. Officers’ messes should be consolidated 
to lessen the number of the servant class whose 
Presence encroaches upon the air space and 
sleeping accommodations, and whose want of 
military skill makes them incumbrances instead 
of aids. “The consolidation of the officers’ 
messes naturally involves the discontinuance of the 
assignment of warrant officers to sea-going vessels. 
Practically the propriety of this step has already been 
Tecognized by the Department.” 
: ‘At the same time there should be a radical reform 
Inthe system of messing the ship’s company, who 
thould be subsisted as are the passengers and crews of 
meichaut steamers—a steward, a cook, and a limited 
number of attendants employed on this exclusive duty, 
single pantry adjoining the galley, and a gratuitous 
outfit of porcelain or enamelled ware supplanting the 
twenty or more mess-cooks, and clearing the berth-deck 
of is panoply of mess-chests or mess-lockers with 
their clattering tin pots and pans.” 

These are some of the changes which Dr. Gihon pro- 
poses, and for which he argues with reason and force. 





Although many amendments were offered, and ani- 
mated speeches made in support of them, the bill was 
passed substantially as reported. The proviso to stop pro- 
motion until the various corps were reduced to the 
number authorized by the bill of August 5, 1882, was 
stricken out on a point of order. On motion of Mr. 
Morse, an amendment was adopted giving officers credit 
on the Navy Register for sea duty performed in the vol- 
unteer service. Mr. Belford secured the adoption of an 
amendment authorizing the detail of naval officers as 
instructors of mathematics, etc., in State universities 
and colleges. The last section of the hill, providing 
that retired officers of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps shall not accept other empluyment under the 
Government and receive pay for the same while draw- 
ing salary as a retired officer, was amended, o2 motion 
of Mr. Calkins, so as to exclude officers below the rank 
of major in the Army and Marine Corps and that of 
commander in the Navy from its provisions. This is 
the only new legislation in the bill »ffecting the per- 
sonnel. The only change in the appropriation is in an 
appropriation for the civil establishment, under the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, of $10,000; Ordnance, $5,000; 
Equipment and Recruiting, $7,000; Yards and Docks, 
$20,000; Medicine and Surgery, $20,000; Construc- 
tion and Repair, $29,000; and Steam Engineering, 
$10,000. The clause, under the head of ‘‘ The Iucrease 
of the Navy,” authorizing the completion of the new 
cruisers, although much debated upon, passed in the 
form in which it was reported, with the exception of 
the insertion of an amendment appropriating $20,000 
for the purchase of Clarke’s deflection gun shield for 
the six 8 inch guns to be placed on the Chicago.

TEB. 

By one resolute, aggressive step of British troops, 
the Egyptian campaign on the littoral line has been 
made to assume a new phase. Gen. Gruham’s expedi- 
tion from Trinkitat to Tokar, of which we spoke last 
week, resulted ina complete and creditable victory. It 
moved out, on the 29th of February, along the Tokar 
road, advancing, as is customary in that region, 
where there are large camel trains expused to the 
attacks of thousands of Arab horsemen, in the form of 
asquare. Three Gatling and three Gardner guns formed 
the battery, half on each flank of the advancing front, 
which consisied of the Gordon Highlanders, while the 
Biack Watch regiment composed the rear, aud the 98th 
and 65th regiments respectively, the right and left sides 
of the square. The Hussars scouted in front, until the 
enemy was developed, and then covered the flanks and 
rear. The British force was about 4,000 strong. 

Osman’s advance, which had been awaiting attack in 
position about three miles out of 'Trinkitat, was steadily 
driven back, yet not without desperate resistance, to El 
Teeb or Teb, which is about nine miles from the coast. 
There a last stand was made by the rebels, who then 
sullenly withdrew to Tokar. The next day, Graham 
entered the latter place, which is about half a dozen 
miles beyond Teb, the rebels retiring at his approach. 
Having destroyed the forts, and buried both the rebel 
dead of the Teb encounter and the Egyptians of Gen. 
Baker’s disastrous expedition, Graham leisurely with- 
drew to Suakim. 

Without overrating this achievement, we must not 
neglect to point out that it has been of much material and 
of the highest moral value. The dangerous prestige of 
Osman is broken. His troops had been wrought to a 
frenzy of self-confidence by their uniform successes, de- 
feating the Khedive’s troops at Tokar in November; an- 
nibilating Moncrieff’s reconnoissauce of 700 troops near 
Suakim in December ; cuttingto pieces Baker’s army 
early in February, with the slanghter of two thousand 
men; destroying a week later Tewfik Bey and his seven 
hundred followers who sought to escape from Sinkat; fin- 
ally capturing both Sinkat and Tokar. It was necessary 
that they should be defeated, and Graham’s victory 
will do much to break up the coherence of the rebel 
sheiks on the Red Sea Coast, and to reinspire the de- 
moralized troops of the Khedive. 

All accounts show that the rebels fought with reck- 
less courage, dashing headlong, though many of them 
were armed only with spears and swords, against the 
British square, from which rolled a terrible fire. The 
losses of the rebels are said to be 1,100. The British 
lost 24 killed, including 4 officers, and 147 wounded, 
including 19 officers—General Baker and Colonel Bar- 
naby amvrg the latter. The recapture of four Krupp 


field-pieces, two howitzers, one machine gun, and many 
rifles, deprives the insurgents of a large part of their 





dangerous weapons. 


While the rebel force was not numerically so strong 
as had been supposed, and while the dispatity in other 
respects was great, the rebels being little better than 
an undisciplined mob, not even attacking in any mili- 
tary order, yet praise is none the less due to the steadi- 
ness with which the British troops kept their formation 
unshaken.

RETIREMENT OF GENERAL WRIGHT. 


Brevet Major General Horatio G. Wright, Brigadier 
General aud Chief of Engineers, reached the age of 
sixty-four on Thursday of this week, and was traus- 
feired from the active to the retired list of the Army. 
General Wright ranks amongst our ablest offi- 
cers. He was graduated from West Point, 
July 1, 1841, seeond in his class, and as- 
signed to the Corps of Engineers, in which he rose 
from grade to grade until he became its Chief, June 30, 
1879, on the retirement of General Humphreys. His 
services during the war were conspicuous and brilliant. 
In 1861 he was appointed as brigadier general of vol- 
uoteers, and from that time forward, until August, 
1866, his record is one of continued active service with 
the line as a brivadier, division, corps, department, and 
district commander. - 

He rose to the rank of major general of volunteers, 
und his brevets in the Regular Army for distinguished 
aod gallant conduct io various engagements range from 
lieutenant colonel to major general. In June, 1865, he 
received the thanks of his native State, Connecticut, 
“for his eminent services in the late war as commander 
of the first brigade that set foot on the soil of South 
Carolina, in which were Terry, and Hawley, and Chat- 
field, and other noble soldiers of Connecticut; as com. 
mander of the 1st Division of the gallant 6th Corps, at 
Gettysburg, and through all the wearisome marches 
and sanguioary battles from that victory to the fall of 
the modest yet great General Sedgwick; for the energy, 
skill, and courage which, from that sad day, he dis- 
played as commander of the 6th Corps in many bril- 
liant engagements, and especially at Cold Harbor, in 
front of Petersburg, at Washington during the last 
rebel raid, in the Shenandoah Valley at Opequan, 
Fisher’s Hill and Cedar Creek, and in the last bloody 
assault and terrible pursuit which, ending in the cap- 
ture of Lee and his army, decided the fate of the Re- 
bellion.” 

General Wright has deserved well of his country. 
Though he has reached the age of retirement, he is 
still vigorous in mind and body, and has the promise of 
many years of activity yet before him. He retires 
from the head of his corps with the good wishes of 
the many who remember him, not only from the asso- 
ciation of the present, but those of furmer yeazs, as an 
able soldier, an honorable gentleman, and a genial 
companion. 

General Wright’s successor at the head of the Corps 
is General John Newton who has belonged to the 
corps since he was graduated—July 1, 1842—and who 
has rendered distinguished service to the country not 
only as a military engineer and a commander of troops, 
but as a civil engineer of the highest order of profes. 
sional skill. His appointment will be received with 
universal approbation, and New York will part with 
regret with an officer so largely identified during past 
years with its progress and improvement. What has 
been said of General Wright may with fitness be 
applied to his successor in office, General Newton. 








Tax books of the 2d Auditor: of the Treasury, show 
that 1,579 claims of Army officers for longevity pay, 
under the Tyler decision, have been acted upon by that 
office. These claims involve a total expenditure of 
about $750,000, being two or three hundred thousand 
less than was at first supposed. This office acted upon 
the last of these claims some time ago. A few more 
are yet to be adjudicated by the 2d Comptroller when 
this class of claims, with the exception of the several 
cases pending before the Court of Claims, will be en- 
tirely disposed of.

Tax Cavalry Board met in Washington, on Monday, 
and will have to consider the whole matter of Cavalry 
equipments. While some officers are in favor of giving 
the cavalryman the pistol and sabre, in adcition to the 
carbine, others are of the opinion that they are a use- 
less incumbrance, weighing the trooper down, and 
producing no good results. With time to devote to 
drill, and none to labor, this armament might be well, 
they argue, but as it is, to instruct the cavalryman in 
the efficient use of one arm, the carbine, seems all that 
is necessary. The matter of carrying the carbine, and 
the mede used out West, will be considered, so that 
the present weight on man’s body and wearing of sights 
may be avoided. The armament or equipment of the 
soldier should be simple to save labor, already great to 
soldiers, and expense to the Government. General 

Sheridan bas shown judgment in his selection of a 
board of practical soldiers of experience, and by 
them it is hoped the present chaos of indiscriminate 
and useless equipments may be so reduced as to secure 
efficiency from the soldier and economy to the Service. 








Cartan E. J. Strang, Assistant Quartermaster, 
U. 8. A., appeals to Congress, through Representative 
Beach, for such legislatfin as will place his name on 
the Army Register where it properly belongs. He 
claims that he should now be the ranking captain of 
the Quartermaster’s Department. His present status is 
due to a re-arrangement of the Register by the order of 
General Townsend, who, the claimant states, arranged 
his name in the Register to suit himself. Captain 
Strang was app inted Assistant Quartermaster, with 
four others, under the act of July 28, 1866, to increase 
and fix the Military Establishment of the United 
States. He was Assistant Quartermaster of Volunteers 
at the time, and was transferred to the Regular Army, 
by the request of General Sheridan. As Captain 
Strang retires in July next, he urges that some action 
be taken immediately, so that he may be able to 
receive promotion before retirement.

“Jonge Apvooats,” referring to the statement that 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs have agreed 
to report favorably Senator Ingalls’s bill to relieve the 
members of the Fitz John Porter court martial from 
the obligation of secrecy as to their proceedings, says: 
“This raises a new question. The member of a court- 
martial takes the oath in compliance with what may be 
looked upon as a contract between him and Congress ; 
but the obligation established by taking the oath is be- 
tween the man and God Almighty. A part of the oath 
which was administered to each member in Porter’s 
cise—as in all court martial cases—is: ‘‘ Neither will 
you disclose or disco ver the vote or opinion of any par- 
ticular member of the court-martial, unless required to 
give evidence thereof, as a witness, by a court of jus. 
tice, ina due course of law. So help you God.” 

This is certainly an original view of the obligation of 
an oath, especially coming froma lawyer. It recails 
the story of a judge who, when a prisoner declared 
that the only witness he had to his innocence was the 
Almighty, promptly answered: ‘ Let him be sworn.” 
There may be an obligation of honor between the 
members of the court as to revealing what was sup- 
posed to be done under the strictest obligation of se- 
crecy ; aud it is doubtful whether Congress can release 
the survivors from an obligation into which they en 
tered with others, but we do not see how the Deity is to 
be made a party to the oath, especially in view of the 
command, ‘‘Swear not at all, neither by heaven nor 
earth.” The surviving members of the Porter court 
are General David Hunter, who presided; General 
James B. Ricketts, and Judge Advocate General Jo- 
seph Holt. All of them live in Washington.

Tue bill to place Alfred Pleasonton on the retired list of 
the Army, was amended in the Committee of the Whole in 
the House, on Friday of last week, so as to give him the 
rank of Colonel. It was reported to the House with the 
recommendation that it pass. The chief argument against 
the bill was that it went either too far, or not far enongh. 
Mr. Steele moved to recommit, ‘‘ with instructions to report 
a bill to place upon the retired list of the Army all officers 
and soldiers who served in the late civil war and were hon- 
orably discharged who are suffering from total disabilities 
from wounds received in the line of duty, with the rank of 
colonel, together with the bill restoring Alfred H. Pleason- 
ton as Colonel on the retired list of the Army.” Meserr. 
Bayne, Steele, Maginnis, and Belford argued strongly for 
the bill, saying in substance what Mr. Maginnis best said: 
“Mr, Chairman, I have seen Alfred Pleasonton at the 
head of 20,000 men, and I have seen him lying ill, sick with 
pneumonia, with scarce a servant to wait upon him or a fire 
to warm him. His proud spirit might object to my mention 
of his necessities here, but I know that he will attribute it 
toa heart that feels for him. I have known him in neces 
sity and seen him in misery, and that, too, when the retired 
list of the Army is bearing men who achieved their place 
through regular gradations in comfortable quarters and easy 
places, and who never heard the whistle of a hostile bullet 
or the boom of the enemy’s cannon. And others are upon 
it who saw po service other than the volunteers, while thiz 
distinguished officer, who honored himself and the country 
for twenty-five of his best years, is denied a place upon it 
because he withdrew from the Army at a time when he 
thought injustice was done him.” The House refused to 
pass the bill by a vote of 132 nays to 115 ayes. 








In reply to the House resolution asking for information as 
to the number of copies of the ten volumes of the records 
of War of the Rebellion still on hand, the Secretary of War 
states that, under the act of August 7, 1882, 11,000 copies of 
the work were ordered printed. Of this number the law 
assigned 1,000 copies to the Executive Departments, 1,000 
to officers of the Army and contributers to the work, and 
8,300 copies for such libraries, organizations, and individuals 
as may be designated by Senators, Representatives, and 
Delegates of the 47th Congress, leaving 700 copies to be sold 
by the Secretary of War; 350 copies of this latter number 
have thus far been sold.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Coronet Thomas Worthington, of Ohio, who died at 
Washington, February 23, in his eightieth year, was promi- 
nently before the public for some years owing to his persist- 
ent prosecntion of certain claims against the Government. 
He was graduated from West Poiut, July 1, 1827, assigned 
to the Artillery aud after a short service at Fort Monroe, 
Va., resigned Nov. 8th, 1828, and engaged in farming, ete., 
in his native State. He served from June 23, to Oot. 
31, 1846, in the Mexican War as Adjutant of the 2nd Ohio 
Volunteers. When the war broke out he was energetic in 
raising troops and on Oct. 23, 1861, was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, and January 30, 1862, Colonel of the 46th 
Ohio Volunteers. He served with distinction in Tennessee 
and Mississippi, was sentenced to dismissal September 11, 
1862, for intoxication while on duty, and was permitted to 
resign November 21, 1862. His hostility to Generals Grant 
apd Sherman on account of matters arising out of the battle 
of Shiloh, has long been a matter of public notoriety. In 
July, 1863, he joined the Indiana and Ohio Volunteers raised 
temvorarily to repel Morgan's rebel raiders, The remains 
were taken to Chillicothe, Ohio, where they were fittingly in- 
terred. 


Coronet RicHaRp Oxctt, Morcan, who was found dead 
in his room at 23 West 10th street, New York, February 28, 
was one of the captors of Payne, who assaulted Secretary 
Seward on the night President Lincoln was shot. He was at 
Mrs. Surratt’s house with Detective Thomas Sampson and 
others when Payne called there, and it was he who called 
Sampson's attention to Payne’s suspicious looks and behav- 
ior, causing his arrest. Later he was chief clerk at the 
League Island Navy Yard, and afterwards came to New York 
City, and beld several prominent civil positions. He was 
commander of Phil Kearny Post 8, G. A. R., and was buried 
by it on Sunday last with full military honors. Among the 
ofticers present were Gens. Martin T. McMahon, H. A. Bar- 
num, James R. O’Beirne, Anson G. McCook, and Daniel E. 
Sickles. 

Captain Avaustus McLaveuuix, formerly of the U. 8. 
Navy, died at bis residence, in Baltimore, March 1, in his 
sixty-fifth year. He entered the Navy as Midshipman Jan. 
11, 1840 ; was promoted Passed Midshipman July 11, 1846; 
Master, March 1, 1855 ; Lieutenant, September 14, 1855, and 
resigned April 26, 1861, since which time he has resided in 
Baltimore, 

When the civil war broke out he entered the service of the 
Confederate States as captain. Subsequently he was chosen 
district inspector of gunboats, and also constructor of ves- 
sels. While acting in the latter capacity in Georgia he was 
taken prisoner and held captive at Columbus, O., until hos- 
tilities ceased. The funeral ceremonies took place on Mon- 
day, and were largely attended. 


Manrsuat L. T. Pox, formerly 2d Lieutenant of the 2d Inf., 
anda gruduate at West Point, died suddenly at Nashville, 
Feb. 29. His accounts as Treasurer of Tennessee were dis- 
covered last year to be some $400.000 short, and he fled to 
Texas, but was arrested and brought back, tried and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. Some mines in which he was in- 
terested are reported to have turved out well. and he hoped 
to be able to make his account with tue State good. He was 
a nephew cf President Polk, and while serving on the Con- 
federa:e side during the war lost a leg at Shiloh. 


Tue Arizona Miner, referring to the funeral ceremonies 
of its late proprietor and editor, Samuel N. Holmes, formerly 
of the Army, says: Among the pall-bearers were Lieut. G. 8. 
Auderson, 6th Cavalry, and Lieut. Bainbridge Reynolds, 3d 
Cavalry (the latter a classmate of the deceased). A large 
number of the officials of Whipple Barracks were in attend- 
ance, and they were especially kind in furnishing convey- 
ances for the use of sympathizing friends—General Orook’s 
private ambulance being placed at the disposal of the chief 
mourners, 

Lizvr. David Whipple, of the Marine Corps, who has 
been on sick leave for two years past, died at Norfolk, Va., 
last Saturday, March 2. He wasason of the late General 
A. W. Whipple, U. 8. Army, and entered the Marine Corps 
from New Hampshire, May 29, 1871, and was promoted Ist 
lieutenant, March 16, 1879. His total sea service was four 
years and three months. 

The funeral ceremonies took place on Tuesday and were 
largely attended by the officers of the Army and Navy of 
this station together with a number of citizen friends of the 
deceased. The remains were then sent to the former home of 
the deceased in New Hampshire. A special escort of honor 
consisting of a company of marines escorted the remains to 
the wharf. 

Tue flags of the Navy Department and of all the Navy 
yards were placed at half mast, at noon, on Tuesday, in 
honor of Minister W. H. Hunt, whose faneral took place 
that day in St. Petersburg, at the American Church. The 
coffin, wrapped in the Stars and Stripes, was conveyed to the 
church by a hearse drawn by six horses. A large number of 
mourners were present, and the services were very impres- 
sive.

atoresaid, actually served with the Army or Navy of the United 
States in Mexico in ssid war, or were actually engaged in a battle 
1. eaid war, and were Lonorably discharged, and to such other 
officers avd soldiers and sailors as may have been personaily 
named in any resolution cf Congress for any spec‘fic service fn 
said wars, although their term ot service may bave been less 
than sixty days, and the surviving widows of such officers and 
enlisted mer as were married to such officers or soldiers or *ail- 
ors prior to the discharge of such officers aud enlisted men: Pro- 
vided. That such widows have ot remarried: And provided fur- 
ther, That this act shall not apply to any person not acitizen of 
the United States. 

Sec, 2. That pensions under this act shall be at the rate of 
eight dollars per month, and payable only trom and aiter the 
passage of this act, for and during the natural lives of the per- 
sons entitled thereto. 

Sec. 3 proviaes as to the proof to be taken of claims. The loss 
of the certificate of discharge shall not deprive any person of the 
benefits of thie act, but other evidence of service performed and 
of an honorable discharge may be deemed sufficient. Sec. 4 re 
peals conflicting laws; cec. 5 limits fees to $10; sec. 6 repeals sec. 
4716, Rev. Stat., eo fer as it relates to pensioners under tais act, 
and acc. 7 excludes from the benefits of this act persons under 
the poiitical disabilities imposed by the 14th Amendment,

Tue following answer has been made by the efficers 
at the N. Y. Naval Station to the inquiries of Senator 
Hale :

Pie joined the command, I think, at Pole Creek, a few miles 
from Cheyenne ; and marched with it to Forts Laramie and 
Fetterman, and hence northward to the Yellowstone. Tall, 
well-formed and soldierly in appearance, and bestriding a 
handsome, large, bay mare, his fine physique and easy, 
graceful carriage in the saddle soon won for him the sobri- 

net of “Charles O'Malley, or the Irish Dragoon”; but 
later, when his sterling qualities and genial nature had se- 
4 for him a warm welcome at every camp fire, he was fa- 
miliarly dubbed “ Jack Finerty.” Good fellowship shone 
in every lineament ; apd his journalistic acquaintance with 

blic men and press anecdutes—which latter he related 
with inimitable humor—made him a boon cumpanion upon 
the march. He was correspondent of the Chicago Times, 
and being a high type of the educated Irishman, faithfully 
and acceptably represented that excellent newspaper. 

When the sudden attack was made by the Sioux upon our 
camp at the junction of Prairis Dog Creek and Tongue 
River, and Colonel Anson Mills with his battalion of the Third 
Cavalry was ordered to cross the latter and dislodge the Ia- 
dians from their rocky fastness, Finerty appeared, mounted 
upon bis bay mare, and, joining Colonel Mills,{crossed the 
stream with him at the bead of the column. 

In the severe fighton the Rosebud, which the dreadful 
wound of Colonel Guy V. Henry and the numerous other 
casualities almost dignified into a battle, Finerty and his bay 
mare were omvipresent, but always in the thickest of the 
fight. Agaio Colonel Mills was ordered forward to seek the 
supposed site of the Indian village, and barely escaped being 
Jedinto an ambush in that gloomy and narrow canyon known 
as the ‘Valley of Death”; but Fiuerty rode to the front as 
usual, forgetting bis pen io his enthusiasm to wield, if not 
the classic sword, at least a cavalry carbine. 

Oce week later, and twenty miles from where we lay, in 
our tents on Goose Creek, Custer and his command went 
down to & mau on tbe Little Big Horn. In their retreat 
upon the approach of General Terry, the Sioux set fire to 
the surrounding country, and the smoke obscured the hori- 
zon and eveu penetrated ourcamp. At this stage, General 
Crook sent Lieutenant Sibley and twenty men of the 2d 
Cavalry, to reconnoitre. The expedition was considered 
hszardous in the extreme, and the young commandant was 
long closeted with the ** Gray Fox” before he departed. As the 
litue column filed out of camp, Finerty, who could never be 
“aisy” unljer such circumstances, galloped to its head on 
his bay mare, and joined Sibley. The succeeding days were 

in much anxiety. One morning it was known that 
Bibley and his men were a few miles from camp, half-starved, 
foot-sore and exhausted, having been corralled by indians, 
ali their horses picked off, and they compelled to make a 
wide détour through the Big Horn Mountains, and return to 
camp on foot by difficult and dangerous night marches, That 
very day they had fought over a raw fledgling which one of 
their number bad caught in the grass, and several were 
demented. Finerty was very lank and empty, and appeared 
longer than ever; but his chicf concern seemed to be the 
loss of his beautiful bay mare. L. 








ADMIRAL AMMEN'S RAM. 
Wiimineton, Dex., March 3, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


In your issue of 234 ult., are drawings, said to be repro- 
ductions of those which I used before the United States Naval 
Institute in a discussion of the Marine Ram of Rear Admiral 
Ammen, with a presentation intended to set forth the vul- 
nerability of that vessel. 

Whilst the designs have some resemblance to those used 
by me, the facts, ax regards cons ruction, differ greatly. 

First. In actual working drawings, a projectile from a gun 
having two degrees of depression, striking the Ram abeam, 
at the water live, would encounter a curved plate, which at 
point of contact, the line, of course, of the shot would lack 
only twenty-three degrees of being a tangent to the curve, 
instead of thirty-four degrees, as stated in your article, and 
shown on accompanying drawing. 

Second. Tue longitudinal lines of the vessel constructed, 
would present at the water line no greater angle than ten 
degrees from tangent, to a projectile fired at two degrees 
depression. 

_ third. As the depth of the proposed vessel is quite suffi- 
cleut to admit of the boi'ers being entirely below the water 
live, the objection made to the Ram in this regard fails of 
force. It may, however, not be out of place to remark that 
the drawing presanted to the Naval Institute was intended 
merely to show the point of location of the boilers, and

some resemblance” to Mr. Gibbons’s drawing in the “ Pro- 
ceedings,” but isan exact reproduction of it, so far as the 
shape of the deck of Admiral Ammen’s Ram and the thick- 
ness of armor are concerned, and upon these turn our 
argument. But Mr. Gibbons now thinks that in “ actual 
working drawings” he can improve the form of the deck so 
that shot striking at the water line will be defiected by plat- 
ing, inclined at an angle of twenty-three degrees. Assuming 
that such improvement is possible, the destruction of the 
Ram is yet inevitable if hit by a 16-inch projectile, the 
weight of which exceeds three-quarters of a ton, its striking 
velocity being over 1,700 feet per second. We need only 
point to Lieutenant Very’s investigations, which show that 
four inch armor is barely safe at 15 or 20 degrees inclination 
against guns of six inch calibre! With reference to the 
inclination of the longitudinal lines Mr. Gibbons evidently 
forgets that shot striking some ten feet from the centre 
line, encounters a more unfavorable angle than shot strik- 
ing at the middle of the deck; but adopting the angle of 
ten degrees,which he admits, he cannot fail to perceive that 
a flat headed shot, weighing three quarters of a ton, striking 
his thin central deck plating, will crush and split the 
same to an extent which will freely Jet in the sea. 

Mr. Gibbons’s statement regarding the boilers is incon- 
sistent, for he did more than “ point out their location” be- 
fore the Institution; he stated positively that their diameters 
will be 10 feet 6 inches, hence their crowns will be level with 
the water line. Need we remind him that the large frag- 
ments torn from the deck by the enormous projectile enter 
ing at the water line, will rip open the top of the boilers as 
effectually as if the shot had passed through the same? 

Mr. Gibbons’s assertion that he can by increased thickness 
of plating protect the machinery, is not very reassuring, 
since perforation of the deck at other points will rapidly fill 
the hull with water. The constructor should bear in mind 
that it will be poor consolation to the ship’s company, during 
the descent towards the buttom, that the machinery is intact. 

Regarding the turtle-back deck, constructors will do well 
not to waste their time on that obsolete device, which, 
though excellent at the time of its conception, when forty- 
pound spherical shot was the approved projectile, is worth- 
less under the impact of a modern flat-headed rifle shot.— 
EpItTor. 








BEAUREGARD'S MILITARY OPERATIONS.* 


One of the most efficient allies of the Northern cause dur- 
ing our Civil War was, in the opinion of many, Mr. Jeffer- 
son Davis, the President of the Southern Confederacy. 
Owing to his despotic and jealous disposition, he was in 
some respects peculiarly unfitted to represent a cause which 
made unusual claims for self-abnegation upon al! who de- 
voted themselves to it. It has always been held by repre- 
sentatives of Souther: sentiment that a feeling of hostility 
to Davis would have found expression after the war, had 
he not been elevated to the position of the hero and martyr 
of the “lost cause” by the endeavor of the Goverumeut to 
hold him responsible for the sins of his people and visit 
upon him vicariously the punishment which was held to be 
duetothem. With time, the sentiment of reserve toward 
Davis, as the representative of the South, is losing its hold 
upon his foliowers, and Mr. Davis himself has sti!] further 
weakened it by his indiscretion in telling the story of the 
Confederacy from his own point of view, in a woik which, 
of necessity, could not please everybody, and which has, in- 
deed, given mortal offence to some. : 

Among those who find especial occasion to except, not 
only to Davis's action during the war, but to his history of 
that war, is General Beauregard. The two bulky volumes in 
which the story of his campaigns is told by his confidential 
aide-de-camp are characterized throughout by a spirit of 
hostility to the late Piesident of the Confederacy, which 
seems in large part to be their animating motive. As they 
are written from notes and documents authenticated by 
Beauregard, and bear his endorsemeut, as furnishing a cor- 
rect account of his military services during the war, these 
volumes are to be accepted as, in substance, the work of 
Beauregard himself. Autobiography they can scarcely be 
called, however. Beyond the brief sketch of the opening 
chapter we find very little of personal history. The 1,285 
octavo pages of the two volumes are occupied with a narra- 
tive of official action, and with official documents, sustaining 
the view of this action taken by the author, as the represen- 
tative or alter ego of General Beauregard. Though there isa 
much in this history that is of interest to any student of the 
war, it is;valuable as an official record, rather than entertain- 
ing as a narrative. 

ine brief biographical notice, to which we have alluded, 
explains how its hero came to be regarded at the outbreak 
of the war as in some sense the ideal soldier of the South, 
and the later narrative presents Jefferson Davis io the un- 
amiable light.of preventing in some measure the full flower- 
ing of this early promise. But Davis was not the only enemy 
of Beauregard, as would appear from these volumes. Their 
hero was always right, while others had the misfortune to 
be generally wrong ; and the adverse influences thus arrayed 
against him were often too much for even his genius as a 
soldier and strategist. At least, such appears to be the 
opinion of Beauregard’s eulogist, whose labored arguments 
to prove his hero right have, in some cases, quite the oppo- 
site effect from that intended. 

Gen. Beauregard, it oe derives his French blood 
from Wales, though the Welshman who lies at the root of 
his family tree was transplanted to France as early as the 
13th century. This Welsh ancestor was Tider, who was com- 
pelled to flee to France in 1290 for heading a revolt against 
Edward I. of England. Returning to Engiand, he changed 
bis name to Toutank, hence the Gallic Toutent. Au onoly 
daughter of the house in the 16th century, married Sieur Paix 
de Beauregard, Tider or Toutant having returned to France, 
and established his family there. Through his mother 
Gen. Beauregard traces his descent from the Dukes of Reg 
gio and Modena, and consequently the house of Este. A 
kin of the reigning Duke was the great-grandfather of Gen. 
B., who came to Louisiana as captain io the French Army. 
When Louisiana became part of the Spanish possessions, he, 
the Chevalier de Reggio by name, was made Alfarez feal,

or, in other words, Royal Standard-Boarer and First Justi- 
ciary of the Estates and Property of the Crown. Thy first 
American of the Beauregard family was Jacques, who came 
from France to Louisiana, under Louis XLV., as command- 
ant of a flotilla. From this warlike ancestry there oxme to 
Gen. Beauregard, by natural inheritance, a predilection for 
military pursuits which showed itself, even ia his youth, so 
strongly, that his solemn first communion was interrupted 
by the fife and dram of a passing militia company, which 
sent the young Pierre flying from the church, to the con- 
sternation of the Beauregard family there assembled. His 
appointment to the Military Academy followed ia nataral se- 
quence ; and at the outbreak of the Civil War we find him 
a captain and brevet major of engineers, just relieved from 
a brief assignment to the position of Superiatendent of the 
Military Academy. From this period his history belongs to 
the South, and his career becomes identified with the civil 
contest which has made him known to the world as one of 
the ablest snd most sccomplisbed of American soldiers. 

The brief personal sketch from which we derive the facts 
given here is so interesting that the reader will be sorry to 
leave it, as he does, at the end of eleven pages, to plunge at 
once into the drier and less readable, if more important, re- 
port of military operations which completes the volumes, 
and which, covering, as it does, so important a period in our 
history, requires a fuller notice than we are able to give it 
here, 








CLAIMS UNDER THE MORTON DECISION. 


Tue transfer of the affairs of Messrs. Moberly and Stry- 
ker to the hands of a receiver has raired a question as to 
what course officers should take who have comwitted to that 
firm the prosecution of their claims uuder the Morton deci- 
sion. for their benefit we state the facts, as we understand 
them. On the 8th of Jannary Mr, Stryker obtained from 
ibe Supreme Court of tae District of Columbia a revtraining 
order egeinst Mr. Moberlv. This was dissolved by the same 
court, February 6, and both Mesars, Stryker and Moberly 
were restraiaed from collecting any moneys, the proceeds of 
the business under their copartuership, and Mr. A. A. Hos- 
mer wes appointed receiver by the court. We quote so much 
of the order of the court (Judge Cox) as relate to this ap- 
pointment : 

“A. A. Hosmer is hereby— 
“appointed receiver, with power and authority to receive all 
said moneys and disburse such as may be due tue cliieuts under 
said copartnership as the parties to this suit may direct, and hold 
the balance thereof subject to the further order. ot the court, 
Aud that said receiver sball have fuil power to receive the mail 
of said firm and hold it subject to their inspection. 

“Tt is turther ordered that both plaintiff aud defendant are au- 
tborized to appear without restraint as attorneys before all tri 
buuals before which causes are pending in which said plaintif®? 
and defendant have been authorized to appear jointly, or asa 
firm, until the further order of this court, under such roles and 
regulatious as the said tribunals, courts, or accounting officers of 
the executive department may prescribe.”’ 


In a letter to Mr, Moberly, dated February 26, the Second 
Auditor says : 

Mr. Hosmer, the receiver of Moberly and Stryker, has left in 
this office to be filed sixteen powers of attoraey trom Army offi- 
cers, Stourteen of them executed to M>berly and Stryker, pre- 
vious to Feb. 6 and subsequent tu Jan. 5 (date ot my withdrawal), 
and annexed to each of thexe powers.of attorney his own letter, 
signed as receiver, requesting that an account be stated in favor 
of these officers for lougevity pay under tae Morton decision, 
No claim ia favor of these offi-ers was filed at tue time these 
papers were received, and I regard them as new claims and the 
commencement of new bu-ivess in the old firm name, Mr. Hos- 
mer alleges that he presents these powers ot attorney to be filed 
“pursuant tothe order ot the court.” Ido not understand the 
order of the court to confer anv such power, nur do I think 
Judge Cox so intended it. While I desire to conform to any regu- 
lar order of the court, I shall feel constrained, as at present ad- 
vised, to recogrize the ciaim of either orany of these officers if 
presented in person or by any other attorney dnly authorized 
ignoring the claim filed by the receiver. O. Ferris. 


In a conversation with our correspondent at Washington 
Mr. Ferris said he could not, of course, »as3 upon ths claims 
filed by the receiver in*the name of the firm of Mob rley and 
Stryker since the partnersh'p was dissolved. The only way 
the claims mentioned in the above letter could be passed upon 
wou'd be for the officers concerned to issue a new power of 
attorney to either Moberly or Stryker, inaividually, or to 
some other person, but not to tbe firm of Moberly and 
Stryker, whose affairs are in the hands of a receiver. 

Relative to the differing views of Justice Cox and Second 
Auditor, in the matter of the functions of a receiver, we 
quote the following language of a decree, dated March 5, 
since Mr. Ferris wrote as above : 


Joseph W. Steyker vs. William J. Moberly, Hquity 8866, Doc. 23. 
It is hereby ordered, adjudged and decreed that the dacree of 
this court in the abore entitied cause, dated February 6, 1884, be 
amended in so tar that the receiver is directed to file aii powers 
of attorney and claiias reoetved by him tvrough the maiis or 
otherwise, as the. assets of the firm of Moberly and Striker, in 
the proper departments of the Government for settlement, 
W. 8. Cox, J. 


Mr. Hosmer asks us to publish this order of the court for 
the information of all concerned, and to state that all 
business of the above firm devolving upon him will have 
due and prompt attention. : 








AT WORK AGAIN. 


AFTER & ag period of inactivity, the larger furnace of the 
South Boston [ron Works was lighted up last Saturday for 
the casting of a 12-inch rifle mortar for the Ordnance De- 
partment, the first of alot of five heavy experimental guns 
authorized by the last Congress The second will be a 10- 
inch breech-loading rifle. The body is to be of cast-iron, 
reinforced by a wrappiug of steel wire. The third is to be a 
12 inch breech-loadiny rifle, entirely of cast iron, and ia to 
weigh 57 tons. The fourth is to be like the third, with the 
exception that it is to be lined from the breech with & short 
steel tube, to reach a little beyond the trunnions. The fifth 
is to be a 12 ineh breech-loading rifle. The body, of east- 
iron, is to be reinforced by steel rings around the breech and 
to be lined the full length with a steel tabe. The works also 
have contracts with the United States Navy Department for 
six 6 and two 8 inch steel breechloading rifles for the new steel 
crnisers, and for the conversion of 10 inch smooth-bore 
‘* Rodman” guns imto 8-inch muzzle loading rifles, for the 
War Department. 

The West Poiot Foundry Association have also contracted 
with the U. 8. Navy Department for five 6 and two 8-inch 
steel breech-loading rifled cannon for the new steel cruisers. 
They have also, contracts with the War Department for 
“Butler” and ‘Arrick’ projectiles, and are completing 
their contract with the same department for their specialty 
of coiled and welded wrought iron tubes. to be used in the 
conversion of 10-inch ‘**Rodman” smooth bore guns iato 
8 inch rifies. The same company have contracted with the 
U. 8. Treasury Department for some icon work for light- 
houses. The contracts far the steel guns for the Navy were 
closed this week.

THE VETERANS OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Mason Asa Bird Gardner, J. A., U.S. A., has written a 
letter to Co!one!l Locke W. Winchester, commanding Veter- 
ans of the 7th Regt., N. G.S. N.Y.” He calls attention to 
the proposed amendment of the Military Code of New York, 
which pro; to include in the condemnation of the 75th 
and 76th Sections of the present code, wnich we quoted last 
week, al] who *‘ assume to use any title or titles represent- 
ing military rank or grade.” Thiz, he holds, would sweep 
within its penal condemnation highly respectable organiza- 
tions kuown as the “Grand Army of the Republic,” io 
which certain military titles are used, and the New York 
Coramandery of the Loyal Legion of the U. 8, in which 
membersbip is dependent upou honorable service in the War 
of the Rebellion, as well as those authorized by Congress 
“to bear the official title, and upon occasions of ceremony. 
to wear the uuiform of the highest grade they have held by 
brevet or other commissions in the Yoluuteer Service ” 

Neither the present code or the proposed amendment, 
Major Gardner thinks, #ffects the Veterans of the Seventh, 
who are, as he bolds, one of the iudependert military organi- 
zations exempted from this provision of the code, The fol- 
lowing, letter, which speaks for itself, has been sent by Col.

I feel that by my action I 
have inflicted deep wounds upun those I consider it an honor to 
call trierds, and thie being repugnant ‘o my svuldierly instincts, 
leads me to ask that my signature be stricken trom the paper in 
question. 1 have the honor to be very respecttully. 


The following resolutions were adopted by the Board 
of Officers of the Seventh, at a meeting held March Ist:

The presentation of the badges and trophies, took place on 
Monday evening, March 3, and was witnessed by an immense 
and brilliant audience.

Gen, Charles F. Robbins, the Gen. Inspr. of Rifle Practice, 
then stepped to the front to receive the review preparatory 
to the decuration of the marksmen. The ceremony was 
bandsome in every respect. The regiment was massed on 
5th company, broke into fours, the companies formiug into 
live after the first change of direction, and thus FB pes. with 
excellent step and unbroken alignments, executed right for 
ward fours - on arrival at the opposite end of the hall, 
and ref into line, the loss of distance being reduced 
to the minimum. 
Next in order were the presentations, the marksmen being 
promptly marched to the front by the Adjutant, aud formed 
in lines, according to years, the original eight (nine years) 
taking place in front. General Robbius thea took his posi- 
tip, and having addressed tho regiment in an appropriate 
mauuer, the badges were distributed, and the men resumed 
their places in tbe ranks, which they accomplixhed with re- 
markable promptness, if it is considered that nearly the 
whole regiment bad marched to the front, and the original 
alignments had been almost entirely obliterated in several 
compavies, The regiment having been reformed, the team 
which won the ARMY AND Navy JouBNAL trophy marched to 
the front, the prize placed on a stand, decorated with the 
American flig was put in view, and William C. Church, the 
Editor of tne AkMy AND Navy JouRNAL, escorted by Colonel 
Clark to his position, presented it with a brief addcess, in 
the course of which he said : 


The Rifle contest at Creedmoor which terminates in your 
possession of the trophy, known as ‘“‘The ARMY AND 
Navy Journat Cup” has extended over eleven years, com- 
mencipg in 1873 and terminating with the meeting of the 
National Rifle Association in 1883. The struggle from which 
you won the laurel crown of victory, has been a long one, and 
as you know, it has been also an exciting one, and I am sure 
you will agree with me in thinking it a most useful and in- 
structive one; one that has dove quite as much perhaps as 
any contest we have had at Creedm»or to develop an inter- 
est in rifle practice and to increase skill in that most impor- 
tant part of mfle practice - the use of the long range military 
arm. The primary idea of the match has been to bring 
together anoually reprosentatives of the various regiments 
of the National Gaard in different States, and the Army and 
Navy and Marine Corps of the Nation, for a test of their re- 
lative proficiency with the weapous they must bear with them 
actualiy to battle, if the occasion for their use in the deadly 
contest of war should unbappily arrive. Examinations of 
the scores by which this Cup bas been won iu different years 
will show how marked has been the improvement in rifle 
practice since this competition was inaugurated. The poor- 
est of the teams which entered in 1883 would have been 
«shamed of the score of 211 with which the cup was origin 

ally won in 1873. It is true that a different system of scor- 
ing prevailed at that time; m»skiog a proper allowance for 
this, the total is still an insiguificaut one as compared with 
the magniicent score of 370 by which you wrested this 
prize from all competitors in 1883 and bore it triumphantly 
from the field to be treasured henceforth among your relics 
as testimony to the fact which needed no such proof that 
whatever the 7th Regiment of New York undertakes ‘o do 
it does eae | and well, You won it first in 1874 by a 
score of 247. In 1875 it was carried to Convectcut 
by the 2ud regiment of that State with a score of 306; next 
year, it returned to New York and in your keeping, your 
score of 300 leading all the rest. In 1878, it was won by 
the Engineer Battalioa of the United states Army with a 
score of 310, and again in 1881 with a score of 349. 

In 1879 it wasin the keeping of the 20th Separate Com- 
pauy of New York whose score was 351, and the 35th Bat- 
alion of Now York held it in 1880, with a score of 339. The 
18th Pennsylvania carried it to the Quaker State in 1882 
with a score of 350. Ouly four times during the contest of 
eleven years has it gone from the control of the National 
Guard of this State, and on tw» of these occasions it was 
held by the Regular troups of the Engineer Battalion, sta- 
tioned at Willet’s Point. Indeed, your sharpest competitors 
in the contest, which here terminates, have been the repre 

sentatives of this corps d’élite of the Army of the Uniied 
states. While you have won the prize three times, and thu» 
come into full possession, the Engineers have held it twice, 
and are the only ones who have thus contested the field with 
you. Daring five of the eleven years the honor of its pos 

session has been divided between you and the Engineers, 
no other organization having held it beyond a single year. 
[t bas been no half-hearted contest in which you appear as 
the victors, and I am glad to be able to congratulate yon, 
not only upon the possession of this trophy, but upon the 
fact that its jion bears honest testimony to your pre- 
eminence in rifle shooting over all the military organiza- 
tions of the United States which have ventured to dispute 
the palm with you. Those 1 have mentioned as the victors 
by no means include all who have entered with you for this 
prize, even distant California sending a team on one occa- 
sion to contend with you for the honors.

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE WISCONSIN N. G. 


The third annual Convention of the officers of the National 
Guard of Wisconsin was called at Madison, Wis., on Wed- 
nesday, the 27th of February. From the tone of the re- 
sponses to bis circular, Adjutant General Chapman had 
every reagon to expect a much larger attendance than on any 

revious occasion, and the Senate Chamber in the Capitol 
was accordingly selected as the place of meeting. According 
to programme, & school of instruction for officers was held 
Wednesday morning before the formal opening of the Oon- 
yention, and from 11 until 1 o'clock, Colonel King, of the 
Governor's Staff, was busily employed in settling disputed 
pointa in tactics, and in giving practical instruction to the 
officers inthe manual of the sword. All officers had been 

required to bring side arms and equipments, and were re- 
ynested to wear fatigue uniforms, and every man present, 
Som regimental commander down to junior lieutenant, put 
on his sword and belt and “fell iu” for drill, receiving care- 
fal and critical instruction in the draw, return, carry, pre- 
sent, “‘order” aud parade-rest. Even the manner of wear- 
ing the belt was dweit upon, and at least one half the officers 
present were required to *‘ brace up” to an extent not pre- 
viously supposed either possible or necessary. 

At the end of the hour's instruction, General Chapman in- 
formed the class thatouly those who could see, ashe did, the 
improvement of 60 per cent. in the “set up" and sppearance 
of the officers, would begin to appreciate bow much this teach- 
ing was needed. At the close of the school it was resolved to 
devote another hour to the same practice on Thursday morning, 
by which time a second clase, even stronger in number than the 
first, hai arrived, and the staid frequenters of the Senate Cham- 
ber were astcnished to see some sixty or seventy officers exercis- 
ing with drawn swords, Before the drill was over the Adjutant- 
General took position as reviewiug officer, and Colonel King re- 
quired every officer present, in succession, to march past as 
though at the head of bis battalion er sub division and salute. 
Every error or neglect waa criticized, and in many cases officers 
were required to repeat the performance until they got it right. 
It in sateto predict that the officers of the Wisconsin National 
Guard will know something on the subject ot bandling their 
swords hereafter. 

The formal opening of the Convention was at 230 P. M., on 
Wednesday. Generai Chapman cs!led upon Colonel Moore ot the 
34 Regiment, the senior line officer present, to preside, and 
Lieut, and Adjutant Newman, let Infantry, was elected Secretary. 
The first point brought up tor discussion was & proposition to 
organize a National Guard Association avd to hold the annual 
convention, bereaiter, under the auspices of that association, 
rather than, as at present, at the call otand under the manage- 
ment ot the Adjutant-Genera). This proposition came from 
General Chapman himself, who modestly stated that he was not 
certain that it would not give more universal satisfaction to the 
Guard to place the managemeut of its Convention in the hands 
of officers selected by itself. If the General needed any covfir 
mation of the high esteem and confidence in which he stands it 
came with a rush. Cotonels Brasted aud King, in short speeches, 
opposedany change from a system already so successful; the 
latter pointing out the fact that while in point of attendaace 
and interest the second convention was far ahead of the first, 
this, the third, was just as far ahead of the second.

A MOST SENSIBLE OPINION.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Prease allow me space in your paper to speak of a 
subject which is attracting considerable attention in the 
Hevenue Service just now, and upon which I would 
like to hear the opinions of others expressed. 

The House resolution offered by Mr. Russel contem- 
plating the removal of Lieut. John U. Rhodes from the 
Revenue Marine to the Navy, acopy of which was 
contained in your issue of February 9, is, in my opin- 
ion, a step which, if consummated, will establish a 
precedent that cannot fail to result disastrously to the 
former service. 

This naval appointment is to be given Lieut. Rhodes, 
if we are to believe what Mr. Russel infers, because the 
Revenue Service offers no inducements or rewards to its 
officers for extraordinary evidences of skill and bravery! 
If this be true, it is certainty must deplorable that 
Revenue Marine officers are obliged to accept mongrel 
appoiutments in the Navy, in order that they may reap 
the benefits offered by a grateful country to its servants 
asa recognition of heroic and unselfish devotion to 
duty. 

The idea of an act of heroism such as distinguished 
Lieut. Rhodes at the recent wreck of the City of Uo- 
lumbus forming any part of a ‘ naval service examina- 
tion,” is so novel as to excite in the minds of interested 
ones the suspicion that the gentleman is laboring under 
misapprehension of the relative duties of a Navy officer 
and one of the Revenue Marine. The suspicion is 
further justified by the argument for the proposed 
transfer: that Lieut. Rhodes may have a “ more en- 
larged sphere of duty” for the display of those qualities 
which have already won for him the universal commen- 
dation of the country. When it is taken into consid. 
eration that these very qualities have been nurtured in 
the Revenue Marine, and exercised in their fullest ca- 
pacity in the performance of regular, every-day duty 
in the Revenue Marine, it is hard to understand in what 
particular the Navy offers any ‘‘ more enlarged sphere 
of duty” for distinction. 

I have no doubt but that the action of Mr. Russel has 
been prompted by a sincere appreciation of this brave 
officer’s work; but it is unfortunate that in seeking to 
reward him he should have adopted a plan by which 
the service to which Lieut. Rhodes belongs is to be at 
once belittled by invidious comparisons and deprived of 
one of its most efficient officers. 

I am not in a position to say authoritatively what 
steps, if any, have been taken tu reward Lieut. Rhodes 
by promotion in his own service; but I venture the 
opinion, based on conversations and correspondence I 
have had with other officers of the service on the sub- 
ject, that such an act of justice would not only be 
the most gratifying acknowledgment possible at the 
hands of the Government, but would at the same time 
do away at once and forever with the fallacious idea 
that Congressional recognition, for our service, is only 
to be obtained at the expense of our personal dignity— 
a sure result of a naval transfer.
